On April --"2, 17i'X 7,000 people were destroyed
by a hurricane at Seerat, in tbo East Indies.

Tiie great Johnstown disaster of 13b9 iu
Pennsylvania is still fresh in the memories of
all. Millions of dollars' worth of property
were destroyed, and nearly 4.000 people were
killed.

On June 20, 1S75, 250 people were killed a:
Budah-Pust- Hungary. In Septemtier of
tbe same year a storm on the coast of Texas
swept many villages away and caused au im-

mense loss of life.
A terrible hurricane swept the west coast

of England and Ireland during Jan. 0 and
uf lS.'iU. Over 120 people were killed in and
near Liverpool. In Ireland 400 houses were
blown dow n, and there was great loss by fire.

One of the greatest storms ever known was
that of Nov. 20 and 27, 17C3. which caused iu
London alone a lost of 2,000,000. It is esti-
mated that over 8,000 people were lost in the
ll.iods of the Thames and Severn, and off the
coast of Holland.

From Phenix to Yuma the valleys of
of the Salt and Gila rivers are numerous
and hold within their bosoms untold
riches for the, men of money and enter-
prise who shall develop them. Among
the most favorably located of those out-
side of Salt River valley is the Mohawk
valley, forty miles this side of Yiuaa, con-
taining about 40,000 acres of tillable
land, 3,000 of which is subject to irriga-
tion by the Mohawk canal. This canal
is the only one of the canals iu the Gila
valley that did uot suffer during the
great flood. The canal head is admirably
located, being dug out of the solid rock
between two buttes that thoroughly
protected it.

Mr. J. G. Marshall, who is now in Phe-
nix, tells us that considerable work has
been done toward the development of
this valley this year. Several hundred
acres were planted to grain, which made
a good yield. Dr. Mclntire, of this city,
has planted ou his ranch thirty-fiv- e acres
of Muscat grapes, mid has a nursery"
stock of oranges sufficient to plant five
acres next year.

Most everything in the way of enter-
prise is gradually picking np and before
another year rolls aroiuid we may expect
to see great changes in the Gila and Salt
river valleys. The north and south rail-
road is sure to be built, and when that is
done other enterprises w ill be coming to
the front in the way of canal improve-
ments, opening and developing new mines
and a more thorough and systematical
plane reached in the manner of fanning.
The farmer is beginning to realize that
alfalfa is not the article that it is claimed
to be. It will do to feed horses and cows
on, of course, but that is not all that is
required of a staple product by any
means. If there i3 a farmer in either
valley who hat 1(50 acres of land in alfal-
fa, can ehow by his accounts where he
has made anything more than a living
for the last two or three years, unless he
used it for pasturing, we will be on better
terms with it.

The soil of these valleys is too valuable
to waste on an industry which has no
better returns than alfalfa. It is well
and proper to raise enough for the use ot
the farm, but raise none for market.
There is no use to bother about compil-
ing statistic?, for you have all seen them

large, new stacks, just built, while per-
haps in the same field are stacks two and
three years old.

Take, for example, Tulare, Kern and
Fresno counties all had their alfalfa craze
at one time, but long since it has given
way to the extensive cultivation of profit-
able fruits. And those counties will con-

tinue to improve until they reach as near
perfection as climate, water, soil, brains
and money can make it.

Wo have the very same advantage right
here as they in those counties of Califor-
nia. We can't help but notice with pleas-
ure the advancement, which stockmen
have made all over Arizona, and particu-
larly in Maricopa county, during the past
five years. They have discarded their
scrubs and are breeding nothing but
blooded stock, as the prize and speed
ring at the territorial fyjr this fall will
demonstrate. The same ride applies to
fruit raising.

Find out. what you want, then get the
very best, if you don't get as much as
you otherwise" would, it will prove a hun-
dred times more profitable. As long as
wine is made there will be people to con-

sume it, consequently the best variety of
wine grape would be a profitable fruit to
grow, also the raisin, the White Adriatic
tii;'. the naper-shel- l almond and various
other kinds of fruit grow here as though
the country was made expressly for them.
